jrwlth their- own unkempt • locks. 
By the side of the carriage ride those 
''who already,-bear the title of vizir. 
Be- 
hind come 'grandees, riding or -driving", 
mullahs on mules and immense wagons 
loaded with baggage and provisions.. Then 
follows the interminable caravan of .cam- 
els and asses bearing the tents and all 
the other impediments; indispensable, It 
•would seem, to the Persian, even In' time 
of war. 
The troops march before, behind, and 
on every side In Indlscrlbable .confusion; 
mounted clansmen, fo<Jt soldiers, desert- 
, ers 'from the regular army, .private indlv- 
yvidualg more or less armed, all united by 
»fl common hope—that of' pillage rather 


• than of the promised pay or of"political. 
ideals. 
And the passage of this company is as 
devastating as that of-a- swarm -of .lo- 
custs.

In spite of all this, however, It- must 
not be supposed that the -march of Mo-

than his possibilities of failure. 
The re- 
ports that come through from Teheran 
cause constant modifications in the plan 
of advance, and give him. food for'con- 
siderable amount of anxiety, for the effect 
of tho various, rumors upon his. camp is 
plainly visible to the watchful ,eyo of the 
ex-shah.

Declines Alarmingly in Quarter 


Ending June 30, Accord- 


ing to the Officials. 


LONDON, , Sept. 16. — The .quarter 
which ended on June'30 showed the low- 
est birthrate on record for England and 
Wales, for that quarter. The births num- 
bered 225,777, and -were- in the propor- 
tion of 25.0 annually per 1000. This is 
S.O below the mean birthrate, in .the ten 
preceding second quarters. 
These facts 
are set forth in the quarterly return 
just, issued by' the registrar general. 
It is also shown' that the marriage rate 
for the first quarter of the year showed 
a decline. In the quarter ended March 
the marriages of 89,606 persons-were reg- 
istered, equal to an annual rate of 10.0 
per 1000, against an average rate of 11.4 
in the first quarter of the ten years 1901- 
10. Of counties with populations exceed- 
ing 100,000 Buckinghamshire," with ,.7.2, 
had the lowest rate, and Northumber- 
land, ;wlth "ll.S, the highest, 
London's 
rate was 11.5. 
The deaths registered- Iri -.the -second 
(June) quarter numbered 119,984, 
and. 
were In the proportion of 13.3 annually 
per 1000, and 1.3 per 1000 below the mean 
deathrate in the ten 
preceding second 
quarters. 
The ; deathrate among males 
was 14.3 and among females 13.4 per 
1000 of the respective sexes. 
Altogether 20,593 of the .deaths "were. of 
infants under one year:"of age, 63,633 those 
of,persons aged-between one year and 65, 
years, and 35,855 those of persons aged 
65 years and :npward. 
Infantile mortality, measured' by . the 
proportion of deaths under one year of 
age to registered births, was equal to 
91 per thousand. 
This proportion was 
15 per thousand below the average in the 
ten preceding second quarters, and was 
equal to that recorded during the corres- 
ponding .quarter of last year,-which was 
the lowest rate ,in, any quarter since civil 
registration was introduced.

'HORACE SABINEfcFARM. 
The announcement is made by the art 
authorities at Roms of the discovery 
of the Sabine farm, which Maecenas gave 
-to Horace, the poet. Researches to de- 
termine the site of the villa led to a 
spot known as Vignati-Corle, near Ll- 
cenza. 
' 
Excavations have now brought to view 
undoubted evidence of the poet's resi- 
dence.' 'Primitive; wall panels have been 
found, and a mosaic pavement of the 
Augustan epoch. The Villa' stood on the 
tog of a hill, confined on two sides By 
the little stream Digentia. . 
In front of the dwelling portion of-the 
house was a garden of considerable size, 
sorrounded with arcades. In the middle 
of the garden a basin or pool has been 
uncovered more than sixty feet in length, 
and connected with the stream. To the 
left of the Inclosed garden, the ruins of 
a large farmhouse are to be seen. 
A 
frigldarium, ,a large basin,.'and the cor- 
responding calldarium have been revealed. 
The central structure of the villa, with 
its splendid mosaics, extend to the mar- 
gin-of . the Digentia. 
Every .feature of 
the interior gives ths impression that It 
was once, rich in statuary and mural 
paintings. 
A .large number' of artistic 
fragments have been, found. , 
"And all of this," remarks a Paris 
journal, "will give joy to rich American 
collectors.

Look out for the submarine cruisers! 


The navy department is going to ask 


Congress for several .of.these new and 
wonderful boats. That they are badly 
needed was shown incidentally In the 
recent "war game" in 
Long Island 


sound... 


These cruisers represent the latest 


development of, the submarine. boat. 
They are subaguatic men of war, car- 
rying1 more than a score of persons, 
able to travel hundreds of. miles: be- 
neath the sea, comfortable to .live in, 
armed with rapid nre'guns for possible 
surface fighting-and safe. 


In short, this new type of:vessel is 


a most formidable engine of. -offense 
as well as defense. 
It bids fair to 


.make 'the dreadnaughts. obsolete. 


Two or three such craft In each of 


our. 
important harbors would make 


our great .coast cities '-unapproachable 
by the most powerful fleet. The com- 
mander of the attacking fleet In the

.or white rings; on each side of tha ab- 
nion was a double row of white spot's; 
its most striking feature was five white 
rings on the hind legs, present .but less 
marked on th<j anterior and middle legs; 
tho thorax and front of the head, while 
the corselet presented a 'combination of 
white lines In the figure of a two- 
stringed lyre; tha wings when closed did 
not cover the body:"

So a school for 
chauffeurs .has been'opened in the re- 
pair, shops of the department at Fif- 
tyrsixth street arid Twelfth aventie. 
Captain James J. Henry, supervising 
engineer, is there tutoring fifteen pu- 
pils on the construction and operation 
of .the , automobile. ,The -students: are 
being taught to assemble ah automo- 
bile eng-ine, to time',the magrieto, to 
time tlie battery, to regulate the car- 
bureter and to find trouble.

Judging by some recent per- 


formances, particularly in the world 
af sport and athletics, itlwould almost 
-,eem that there Is no limit. Take the1 
;ase, for instance, .of Vedrines in th-3 
recent air race. 
This plucky aviator 


confesses that he only 
had 
three 


hours' sleep during: the whole of that 
wonderful flight of over 1000 miles 
round Britain, -When one remembers 
that for an aviator .there are no mo- 
ments of repose, that he must ever 
be on the-alert, every faculty of mind 
and body strained to the utte'rmost, it 
'>s not surprising that at times both 
Vcd'rines and Beaumont were in a 
Btate perilously near to nervous 'ex- 
haustion. 


SWINGING CI/CBS AND HAMMERS. 


Perhaps, however, one of the, most 


striking feats of human endurance 
was that of .Mr. Tom Burrows, the 
club swinging champion, 
who, 
by 


whirling: his clubs for 46 hours-Tvith-. 
out a moment's respite, broke .all rec- 
ords. He reminds-, us of Arthur. Lan-' 
caster, a young Brixton man, who, 
two years ago. achieved athletic fame 
by swinging a' blacksmith's hammer 
for 12 consecutive hpurs, and. after-, 
wards added to'his laurels by beating; 
ail British .records for ball-punching. 
He punched a 24 ounce ball for 15 
hours contlntidusly, at the 
average 


rate of 145 punches a minute. 
Oc- 


casionally he would go away on a 
burst of 250 and 260 a minute, and so 
powerful was his fist work that three 
times be broke 'the rope of the ball 
and had to turn his attention' to -one 
kept in' reserve. 


It is not so long ago since two 


Frenchmen walked round a billiard 
table in Paris for 24 consecutive hours 
playing game after game, and covered 
a distance o£ 60 miles; while a band 
of chang-ringers .rang the bells of St. 
Martin's, Birmingham, for eight hours 
without, a second'.s pause. 


Then there was the Polish lady who 


performed the stupendous 
feat 
of 


dancing for 34 hours. It is not sug- 
gested, of course, that she flanced for 
this time without a rest; the inter- 
vals, hpw.ever, were only short, and 
she: .did . not go to bed during that 
time. 
Three years ago an Italian 


living in Paris offered 40 pounds to 
anyone -who danced longer than him- 
self. 
Five, competitors entered the 


lists against him, but one by one they 
dropped out, whilst the nimble Italian 
fantastically footed it for 14 hours, 
at the rate of IS waltzes an hour,' 
without turning a hair. 


Among the amazing pedestrian per- 


formances, that of the well-known 
American veteran 
athlete, 
Weston, 


who last year completed 3500 miles 
In 77 days, takes a very high place. 
Weston is a man of 72 years of age,, 
and walked for 13 consecutive weeks 
at an avSrago rate of 270 rnlleg a 
week, or 45 miles each walking day. 
rt does not equal so far as the rate 
of going is concerned, the scorching 
of George Allen, who walked in 1904 
from Land's End to John o'Groat's, 
nearly 1000 miles, in 17 days. Allen'.s 
bent day accounted for eighty-two and 
a half miles, and his ,avero.ge for the 
whole-journey was 58 miles'a' day. 
But Allen was about half the age of 
Weston, who was walking before ad- 
miring crowds in England before Al- 
len was born. 


Turning to other remarkable ex- 


amples'of human endurance, it might 
be -mentioned that the Duke of Wel- 
lington was able to go for days with 
no sleep. He once remarked that a 
tew minutes dozing on the back of 
his horse was all he required. And 


..then there is Edison, who in his ear- 


lier days, when working- at his great 
Inventions, has been known to 'go five 
flays and five nights without any pro- 
per sleep. Forty winks in a. chair in 
his workshop was all that he required 
to keep his brain alive, and, being 
deaf, ha was able to sleep anywhere, 
even in a boiler factory!

LONDON.—The ceremony of. anointing 


takes a very important place in all cor- 
onations, and various legends are 'told 
of the holy oil, the underlying idea being 
that the using of oil was a symbol of 
consecration to God.

One of the most sensational black-

"The great pity of it is," 
said a well-known London solicitor, 
who has. probably dealt with more 
cases of blackmail. than . any other 
member of the legal profession, "that 
for every one /of _these .^blackmailing, 
scoundrels .who are., brought to .book, 
a hunder escape scot free. 
These 


human "parasites are of all classes. 
They feed upon the poor as' well as 
the rich, and it is extremely difficult 
at times to know how to deal with 
them. 
"Why? 
Because the victims 


are afraid to go ,to law. Men and wo- 
men-* come to me' and-tell. me. that 
such and such a person is extorting 
money from them by threatening ;to 
expose some scandal connected with 
their lives. 
The extortion must be 


stopped, they say, but it must be done 
quietly, otherwise there is a possi- 
bility of social ruin for them. 


"Thus they tie my hands; and,if 


T. cannot, settle :the matter 'amicably 
with *he blackmailer, .1 .have .to .turn 
the tables on :him or her'by, putting' 
private detectives on their, tratk, find- 
ing out all there is'to .be discovered 
about them;-'and endeavoring; to .make 
things so warm-for them generally 
that they are glad to come,to terms." 


"But surely dt is', better to face the 


possibility of social ruin and exposure 
than to be hounded 'down,and fleeced 
by these despicable rogues!" 


A SAD CASE.' 


"3STot always. .The victim may be a 


married man or woman, with grow- 
ing.children Just making, their way 
In the'World, and whose lives would 
probably be ruined by the exposure. 
The life happiness of a, woman may 
depend on hiding.some secret sin from 
her lover or husband, or..vice versa. 
The blackmailer 
knows this, 
and 


knows that he can bleed his victim 
to the uttermost without any danger 
of being sent to prison."

met a scroundrel at a seaside resort 
when she was quite a.glrli and he 
persuaded her into a'secret marriage. 
He treated her abominably for a few 
weeks and then' disappeared.

her husband. - She thought he must 
be dead, and,--meeting /a_ man .who 
really loved; her, married him iwith- 
out disclosing, her previous -marriage. 
Suddenly husband No. 1 .turned up, 
and proceeded.,: to blackmail the un- 
fortunate woman, under the threat of 
disclosing her previous marriage and 
having, her. .arrested far biganiy.. For 
a -year or -two she »kept him quiet 
with all the money, she could get; but 
it. .was .no .good. ..' He...hounded .her 
down until at last, in despair, she 
committed' suicide. ; 'Afterwards' her 
husband got an inkling ,of, what had 
happened, consulted my 
informant,

When the King of Italy found'his 


way recently barred: by a sentry, who 
refused to allow him to pass,.

and retraced his steps, as the least 
of his subjects might have done, but 
the next day the faithful sentry re'- 
ceived from him a watch inscribed, 
"To the soldier who knows how to 
obey orders."' 


Even in such a simple matter as 


a hobby or sport kings and queens 
have found that they cannot always 
follow -their own sweet will.

years ago, for instance, King Alfonso 
was 
told 
by his ministers that he 
must not' risk his-valuable life by 
motoring at reckless .speeds, as he 
was In the h'abit of 
doing.

LIMITS TO DEFIANCE. 


Thus we see that there are limiti 


to a Sovereign's defiance of law'and 
order abroad; and we shall find simi- 
lar, limitations -in our own country. 
In some'i of his many characters King 
George .enjoys 
few*, more privileges 


than his own 
subjects. 
At 
Frog- 


more, for- instance, he is a tenant 
farmer, subject, like any other farm- 
er, to all the conditions jo'f his lease, 
t'o the payment of rent, and of such 
rates as are fixed by the local 
au.- 
thoritles. 
His very farm-carts roust 


proclaim his name and address" to., 
the "world; as much as if he 
were 
plain John Smith. 
; And as lords'of Marlborouh Houss^ 
our • rulers . have had for long years~ 
to contribute a good.many hundreds 
yearly in the shape of rates to 
tha 
parish of • St. Martin. 
What 
would 


happen in the very remote event of 
His Majesty refusing to pay rent and 
rates or to observe the terms of 'his 
tenancy it is difficult to say; but, at 
any rate, the liability, is beyond ques- 
tion.

(John Mulr. Is published by Houghton, 
Mlffltn & Co., and Illustrated from draw- 
ings by the author and photographs by 
Herbert W. Gleason. 


California's great treasure - must'-ai- 
rways remain the far-famed Yosemite 


Valley, lying in the heart of the ' won- 
cierful Sierras. 
No tongue may tell of 


its glory, 
no 
picture may paint Its 


majesty. 
To but. few is it granted to 


even faintly describe Its sublimity. And 
leader of this small band must always 
remain John Mulr, the much-loved In- 
terpreter of California., scenery. 
More 


than Agasslz has been to the world. at 
large, John Mulr has been to California. 
Of him also might H have been ; written: 


"And 
Nature, the old nurse, took 
The child upon her knee. 
Saying, "Here is a story-book 
Thy Father has written for thee. 


"Come, warfder with me," she said, 
."Into regions yet untrod, 
\nd read what Is still unread 
In the manuscripts of God." 


DEDICATED TO CLUB. 


So John Muir followed where she led, 


and .the story she told_ him, up. in the 
ilonely heart of .the Sierras, is unfolded 
ifor us In "My First Summer in the Sier- 
ra." 
The book is dedicated "To . the 


Sierra Club of California, faithful de- 
fender of the people's playgrounds." 
, To many tourists it will be granted to 
see Yosemite Valley only once in a life- 
time. 
Others may see it only in the 


fascinating word pictures of good writ- 
ers, and so John Muir's volume is a 
boon, a, blessing, a joy to the lover of 
nature. 
Californians will hall its com- 


ing with gladness. To many of us John 
^luir is holding up a mirror to our own 
thoughts. "With much humility we admit 
that our thoughts have not been always 
liis thoughts, and that our Interpretation 
of the great Yosemlto Valley has been 
poor Indeed, compared to his. But he 
spent many weeks in Yos"emite, whereas 
the ordinary traveler spends only a few 
days. 


The great valley is near us now—we, 


too, 
may so often, and we may have 


John Muir'S' book to guide us on our 
way. There was a time when we had 
to cross the San Joaautn plains and a 
stage ride of days, a ride dusty, dan- 
gerous, over difficult mountain roads led 
us to Inspiration Point, looking down 
upon the great Yosemite Valley. 


ALL IS CHANGED. 


Xow that is all changed from us, and 


dwellers around the bay can spend some 
lime each summer in Yosemite. 
We 


liave only to go to sleep at midnight In 
our Pullman and in the gray dawn we 
look out upon the Merced gorge, where- 
far below us in wonderful cascades, Jn 
splendid water falls, the Merced (Klver 
of Mercy), is taking Its way to the sea. 


An early morning breakfast at pic- 


turesque El Portal, and we begin the 
stage ride into the valley. It is a won- 
Uerful three hours that we spend—on the 
rock-hewn road—on one side the splen- 
did river, every Inch of it a sparkling 
waterfall, on the other side the great- 
est mountain cliffs in the world—awe- 
some, 
tremendous. 
And 
suddenly, 


straight ahead looms "El Capltan," that 
mighty rock, unequaled in the world for 
strength and majesty. . "The Captain" 
gruards the great Yosemite Valley, and 
ns we creep past the Cathedral Spires 
Kreet us. Sentinel Rock looms up, North 
and South Domes shine In the sunlight, 
am] we sec the great Yosemite Falls,'in 
tlie wlid, sheer plunge which sends the 
Ereat roar-through the valley, and all 
these the tourist sees; they are the main 
landmarks; but the story .of Yosemite 
can never be written in that fashion, and 
5t is a most wonderful guide-book that 
John Mulr has left for us. 
If we could 


never so to that wonderful valley we 
could see it in n. good measure through 
these pictures he has given us. His spe- 
cial reason for these Yosemita days lies 
Jn the fact that the bread problem ffc- 
came imperative, and -he -was longing- for 
the mountains besides. So a sheep-own- 
er engaged him to go with his shepherd 
and flock to the headquarters of the 
Merced and 
Tuolumne rivers. 
So the 


reader start? out with the shepherd and 
his flock, and truly, one feels that he 
ihas personally conducted the flock to 
the far "Wawona meadows. 
We share 


'John Muir's opinion of sheep long be- 
fore we arrive at our.. destination. Carlo, 
the big dog, Is our friend, and we sperifl 
happy hours with-him and with his mas- 
[ter, as we cross the valleys and slowly 
begin the ascent of the Sierras. Every 
flay Is an event—every picture there is 
ft charm. 


To most of us Coulterville used -to be 


Hie place where we changed stages. To 
'John Muir it was the place where . he 
"found a Illy. 


"WORLD WOULD SEEM RICH." 
"Found a lovely lily near qoultervllle, 


White, with a faint, purplish tinge In- 
side at .the base of the petals, a most 
Impressive plant, pure as a snow crys- 
tal, one of the plant saints that all must 
love and be made so much the purer by 
it every time • -it Is seen. 
It puts the 


roughest mountaineer on his good be- 
havior. "With this plant the whola world 
would seem rich, though none other ex- 
isted." 
: "We spend lovely hours on our way to 
rTosemlte with John Mulr. , "We 
make 


'ramp under "noble, hospitable, Inviting 
Bid trees, with broad., sheltering arms. 


"We must read slowly Ir we would enjoy 
the glorious life unfolded for us: 


"How deep our sleep last night In the 


mountain's 'heart, beneath tha trees and 
stars, hushed..fay solemn-sounding water- 
"falls, and many small, soothing voices ,in 
sweet accord, whispering peace." 


And again we read: 
"Another, glorious Sierra day In which 


on.e seems to be dissolved, and absorbed 
and sent pulsing onward, we know not 
where..1 Ulfe sems neither 
long 
nor 


short, and we take no more heed to 
save time or make haste than do the 
trees and stars. This is true freedom, a 
good, practical: sort of immortality." 


W« learn to love the lilies, the dog- 


wood, the alder trees,, arid the holiness 
of the solitude, is a great, wonderful 
prayer: 


"How soothingly, restfully cool it .Is 


beneath that leafy, -translucent celling, 
and how delightful the water music—the 
deep bass tones of the fall, the clashing-, 
ringing 'spray, and infinite variety of 
small low tones of the current gliding

portioned, arid lifelike.V the most ^ini- 
presslve of all the'rocks, .holding!" the eye 
In devout 
admiration, 
calling it back 


again .and again from..falls ;or meadbws, 
or even the mountains beyond, marvel- 
ous cliffs, marvelous " in 'shear, dizzy 
depth and . sculpture, types' of endurance. 
Thousands of years have they, stood •- In 
the eky exposed to rain, snbw, frost, 
earthquake and" .avalanche, ,,y'et they still 
wear the bloom of'"youth." 


That Is what'one finds in-the book—the

Son 
of Colonel Bartlett Doe «nd Mary San- 
born Doe. grandson of Dea.con Jobo Doe." 
The university has outgrown already 
the beautiful universitv library built from 
Doe's bequest, yet it is only three years 
since It was thrown open, 
unfinished.

HEAVY BARLEY YIELD 


AT UNIVERSITY FARM 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, Sept. 
17. — An average of S:% bushels to the 
acre fo.r 1314 and of 768 for 1913 Is the 
yield of barley which the University of 
California has this year secured under 
practical commercial conditions on land 
at the university farm at Davis. 
This particular piece of ground which 
has produced thus heavily for the past 
two years is located between the dor- 
mitories. the poultry plant, and the ani- 
mal husbandry buildings. In the fall of 
1911, the west half was cultivated, then 
plowed and summer fallowed In 1912. It 
was sown in December, and in -1913 pro- 
duced 768 bnsheS per acre. 


In November. 1913. the land was plowed 
nine Inches deep, and 
hart-owed 
both 
ways. It was sown on December 5 to 
Beldl barley, SO pounds per acre being 
used. 
T-bs bariey was Tiarrowed March 


6 to break the crust caused by rain. 
The grain was harvested on June 1. Part 
of this was cut for hay. yielding three 
tons per acre. The part cut for barley, 
yielded S2.5 bushels per acre.

This afternoon, at 2 o'clock, the foun- 


tain which has been erected in Lakeside 
Pork in honor of John B. McElroy, former 
city attorney of Oakland, will be dedi- 
cated In a formal, simple, but impressive, 
manner by officials of Oakland and a 
number of private citizens. 


The exercises will he open to the pub- 


lic and will be conducted on a site ad- 
joining the fountain, which commands an 
excellent view of Lake Merritt and the 
section of the park already completed, 
which at one time was known as Adams 
'Point. 


The fountain is of white marble and 


comprises a. circular wall with seats in- 
side, a Mosaic paved court 18 feet in 


width, in.tha center of which ,1s locates 
a basin into which the water of the 
fountain falls. The water Is. supplied''by 
a pump from, the • park system and rises, 
if necessary, to a height, of 40 feet, for 
the reason that speclaKnozzles have been 
provided for displays for variouia occa- 
sions.

allowed where street car service is avail- 
able.

against the state and will not .be .allowed. 
' Pullman service will. be limited to one 
berth for each person; i. e., a state of- 
ficial cannot charge for a whole section, 


A limit -is fixed for single meals off 


trans at ?1 and on trains at $1.50. 


A limit for three dally meals is fixed 


at S3, on trans at $4.50. 


NOT ALWAYS LEGITIMATE. 


The fixing of these amounts on meals 


is simply to determine a limit and does 
not mean that such amounts are legiti- 
mate charges in all cases.

The amendment 
gives to any • city or county the power 
to provide the tenure of office and the 
qualifications of the county officials and 
all officials excepting .the judges of the 
Superior Court, the object,being to make 
the power of the municipality cover the 
superintendent o£ instruction as well as 
the county officials. 


CHARGES DRUNKENNESS, 


Reed attacked the incumbent superin- 


tendent of schools, and charged that there, 
had been cases. of drunkenness among 
the officials of Jthe department; that they 
had been reported to the 'superintendent 
and that" the superintendent had "smoth- 
ered" the reports. 
"I have yet to hear of a single charge 


being placed against' any teacher under 
the regime of the present superintendent," 
said Reed. 
"Ignorance is incompatible . with lib- 


erty," he continued. The wonder of it is 
that tho teachers are as good as they 
are, considering the dominant influence 
that has selected them." 
Reed favored the appointment or. .a 


board, of education to consist of four 
members by the Mayor of the city, to 
serve without salary; a suaerlntendent 
at a .salary of approximately $7600 a year, 
to serve four years, who shall be an ex- 
pert in education, to be appointed by the 
board of education. 
"The weak spots hi the present sys- 


tem is the .election of a superintendent 
by the people," said Reed. "Under it the 
Invigorating, influence of an educated) and 
successful man will always be lacking. 
"The present superintendent is an ex- 


ceedingly affable and courteous man and 
I do not believe that we could get a 
better man under the election system, but 
any man who uses his skill to get votes 
for the office of superintendent of schools 
IB not In a position to build up a system 
of education to anywhere near-Its pos- 
sibilities. 
"It is an anachronism that Mr. Ronco-

Why Roosevelt Opposes Arbitration. 


.- A man puts his sincerity in question when he invents pretexts 


for" opposing international arbitration and misrepresents the text of 
the treaties negotiated byt the Taft administration with England 
and France as an excuse for objecting to them. In this category we 
find Ex-President Roosevelt. He is fighting the treaties with all 
the vigor he can command. Nobody could object to this if he were 
candid and fair in- his statements. But unfortunately he bases his 
objections on imaginary grounds, on contingencies which cannot 
possibly arise. 


We must conclude that he does this deliberately because his er- 


roneous statements have been pointed out so many timlps that he 
eannot-be unaware that his accuracy has been questioned. ,,-It-ijf to 
"be presumed, also/,that he has read the treaties.' If he has read them, 
what are we to think of the persistency with which he repeatSihis 
misrepresentation? 


' Yet Colonel Roosevelt professes to be a lover of peace and a be- 


liever in arbitration. Apparently the peace he desires is the peace 
of fear/ the obedience rendered to the Lord of the Big Stick. His 
idea is'that peace springs from two contradictory causes—the abil- 
ity to fight and thelear of getting/ licked.

Hence he wants the nations to'gg"on preparing for war and keep- 


ing open subjects for contention whicti'might as well be referred to 
a court of arbitration" or placed- under "suchT definitive limitations as 
to forbid armed conflict. Colonel Rooseveltwants the United States 
to be prepared to fight iand' to^abstain from, any .agreement- wihicli 
w'ill curtail her liberty" to, EghT.11

It is easy to see that,the policy he outlines does not mean peace 


at all. It does not provide for any change from,the existing order 
in which might supersedes right: We see its workings in the Mo^ 
roccan dispute, in which judgment will be rendered for, the heaviest 
-battalions. Napoleon said sarcastically that the Lord always fought 
on that side. 


Colonel Roosevelt opposes the only practica>*step taken toward a 


general disarmament. The wprld npt only wants peace, but relief 
from the tremendous burden of military -taxation. As long as nations 
maintain great armies. andTileets, the.threat of war is ever present, 
the burdens of war"are"stm binding the backs of labor and sweating- 
capital and enterprise, "Civilized'm'ankirid desires to stop strife am_ 
bloodshed for humanitarian reasons. Standing-armies should be dis- 
banded for, economic reasons. The armies endanger the peace and 
oppress the productive energies of mankind. 


Colonel Roosevelt does not want to part with the fleets and^arm- 


ies; he loves the pomp and pageantry of war and the cheap glories o 
the parade ground; his desire for peace has a Napoleonic flavor—he 
wants the other' fellow to give in and acknowledge himself in th< 
wrong and establish peace .on that basis. Not otherwise.^ H< 
favors arbitration, but he reserves the right to dispute the justice q 
the award and fight it out if the judgment is unsatisfactory. 


Of course there is neither peace nor arbitration in such a^policy. 


It means the old rule of-the strong hand,-the same old bluffing and 
buffeting of the weak by the strong, the justice of the mailed fist. 
Colonel Roosevelt discourses, discusses and discurses, but in the end 
we find him beating the drum and blowing the war trumpet. War is 
his element, not peace, as his objections to arbitration prove, and 
the'pretexts he invent? to justify his objections show, moreover, 
that he is not in sympathy with any scheme that will decrease the 
likelihood of war. He is fighting the peace program for the sake of 
war.

-"While • the-.-experts of the bureau of 
rdines concede that carelessness is a fac- 
tor in such'.a'ccldants, they'declare that 
It Is not nearly as Important as It is 
claimed . to be. They. rather believe, and 
they say that their Investigations have 
borne this out, that the United States 
Is still a new country in tha mining 
business ana that It has not yet learned 
some of the funlamental 
safeguards

through bitter experience. The experts 
clto tha fact that before they began 
their investigations, very few coal oper- 
ators ,or .-miners believed -:that coal dust 
In a mine could explode without tha pres- 
ence of gas.
